TOKIO, June 12.—-Gen. Baron Kodama, 
chief of the army headquarters staff, in an 
interview on the possibility of peace negotia- 
tions in the event of the Japanese occupying 
Port Arthur, Vladivostok, Harbin, and Muk- 
den, said: 

“I am unable to anticipate the campaign 
or to indicate the possible stopping point 
of the Japanese advance; but when our 
army is so situated as to be able to block 
Russia's monopoly of products destined for 
Manchuria, and to guarantee the main- 
tenance of the open door, Japan's aims will 
have been accomplished and the chief causes 
of the war done away with. Remember 
that Japan has already achieved the first 
contention, that is, the independence ‘of 
Corea."’ 

Situation at Port Arthur. 

Continuing, Gen. Kodama said: 

“ Gen. Kouropatkin’s operations apparent- 
ly indicate an intention to seriously attempt 
the relief of Port Arthur. I believe that 
communication is being maintained with the 
garrison there by unknown means. Tocom- 
pletely isolaté the plate is an extremely diffi- 
cult task. | 

“I attach no importance to the Russian 
Paids in northeastern Corea. They will have 
mo effect on the general campaign. 

“No overtures for the surrender of Port 
Arthur have yet been made. The garrison 
there is working ceaselessly on the fortifi- 
cations, and the question of surrender prob- 
ably is not considered at the present.”’

“ Another startling surprise was to find in 
Raisuli himself one of the most interesting 
and kindly hearted native gentlemen it has 
been my good fortune to know. It is impos- 
sible not to like the man, conscious as I am 
of the injury all at Tangier have suffered 
at his hands.” 

Mr. Perdicaris’ letter then refers to same 
private matters and also to Mrs. Perdicaris, 
and continues: 

“ T have. had some taste of fatigue, of dan- 
ger, of inconvenience, and of actual pain, but 
such material trials are trifling compared 
with the mental anguish Mrs. Perdicaris has 
endured, 

“ I think, however, the evil hour has all but 
passed, and perhaps out of all this trouble 
some good to Tangier itself and to the people 
may arise. In the meantime you must not 
worry too much about us. 


Is Being Well Treated. 


“Tam writing this at the mouth of a hand- 
some tent placed at our disposition by Moulai 
Ali, whom you know, of course.

simply reducing its steerage passenger rates, 
has made what amounts-to a reduction in 
its first and second class rates. Second 
class rates by all .the company’s ships to 
New York and Boston will in the future be 
the same to passengers coming from Paris 
as to those from London, while for first class 
passengers rates will be the same from 
Paris, Hamburg, Bremen, Antwerp, or Rot- 
terdam as they are from London. 

This means that passengers will be con- 
veyed free of charge from the continental 
centers mentioned to London, thus enabling 
them to cross the Atlantic by the Cunard 
boats at the same cost as passengers travel- 
ing from the British capital. Continental 
lines, whose rate cutting so far has been 
confined to steerage passengers, thus find 
themselves face to face with competition 
in the most profitable portion of their busi- 


ness. 
Other Lines Cannot Retaliate. 


This move on the part of the Cunard com- 
pany will, it is stated, affect continental 
lines the more severely, owing to the fact 
that they are bound by hard and fast agree- 
ments with each other not to cut their better 
class of passenger rates. sie

THIRTY-SEVEN STRAY AWAY IN} 
Gréat Crowd Results in Disappearance 
of Youngsters, All of Whom Are 
‘Found by. Police and ‘Restored to 
‘Parents—Chicago Spends Sunday at. 
the “ Breathing Places,” Every One 
Drawing Large Throngs—Flowers 
Attract to Jackson and Elsewhere. 


Thirty-seven lost “ babes in.the woods ” 
cried fog their papas, mammas, and friends 
yesterday as the sun went down in Lincoln 
park. They were idst in the great crowd 
that came near breaking the record at the 
resort. In other parks, too, many children 
were found by the police and “held for 
identification by anxious parénts. 

All this was the result of bright, warm 
weather, that drew out the people as they 
have not before been attracted to the, parks 
this’ year. ; 

Crowds at All the Parks. 

From the time of the break- 
fasts until far along in the eVening the street 
cars on all the lines reaching the parks were 
filled with lone individuals, young men and 
sweethearts, and—more than the rest—the 
family parties. Hundreds of these went in 
the morning,.taking lunches and spreading 
the picnic cloth under the trees. 

Jackson park attracted more than its 
usual throng of visitors, Humboldt enter- 
tained its thousands, Garfield drew throngs, 
and the other parks were resting places for 
countless persons. Chieago went to the parks 
amd enjoyed itself, even the small parks hav- 
ing every bench occupied. 


Children Lost in Crowds. . 
* Big crowds such as we have today always 
result in the loss of children,’’ said Police 
Capt. Busch of Lincoln park, “ but seldom 
if ever before have we Had such a large num- 
ber as today.” 
The children became separated from their 
guardians and wandered, sobbing and be- 
wildered, until their Httle hands were taken 
in the large ones of kindly faced men in gray 
tlothes and brass buttons, w ho assured them 
the bears and the lions and thé tigers and the 
wolves were safely caged for the night and 
eould not possibly get them. . 
Then the children—they were mostly little 
girls in white frocks and of various ages up 
to 10 years—-were cared for at the superin- 
tendent’s office by Mrs. Bertha Some, whose 
duties as lost child consoler ’”’ ‘began yes- 
terday. Mrs. Some dried their tears, smoothed 
their rumpled hair, and told them stories of 
Cinderella and some that she had made up 
herself. ‘In desperate cases Capt. Busch 
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bought them taffy popcorn. 

By 8 o’clock all of the children had been 
claimed or had been sent-to their homes 
in charge 6f policemen.

Attempts Suicide in Cell. 


The attempt of D. F. Bufkirk to commit 
suicide in the Warren avenue police station 
last night was frustrated by Sergeant Cough- 
lin, who heard the struggles.

Makes Three Attempts on His Life.

- Gan the Chinaman alter his entire mental 
and moral nature, overturn his religion, up- 
set his traditions, uproot his ethical! ideals, 
change his political government, forget his 
ancestors, and at a stroke sever his connec- 
tion with the past, the one real object of his 
affections? Until he can do these things 

“the Chinaman is not a part of the Yellow 
Peril, and without the teeming millions of 
‘the Celestial kingdom the embodiment of 

that phantom is impossible. 

Japan has military ambitions; China 
loathes them. In mind, character, aspira- 
tions, traditions, and organization China is 
the antithesis of Japan. One looks back- 
ward, the other forward; one despises inno- 
yation because it is an insult to his ances- 
tors, the other receives the foreigner with 
open arms and welcomes his inventions. 
China holds the soldier in contempt, Japan 
honots him. The Chinese have no national 
spirit, no patriotism; the Jap throbs with 
the love of country. 

The most progressive statesmen of China 
dare not offer any suggestions touching na- 
tional policy unless they conform to the 
principles tanght in the Book of Changes, 
the Doctrine of the Middle, the Chow Cere- 
monial, or the writings of Confucius. These 

venerable docnments, some of which were 
written before Moses, contain no prece- 
dents which would incite China to overrun 
the ~orld, They teach the desirability of 
peace. “ When there is quiet then only can 
there be meditation: when there is medita- 

_ tion then only can there be success.” 

Before China cay become formidable it 

# to change not merely its weapons, not 

meerely its government, but also the indi- 

vidual character and the individual ideals of 
thé Chinese people. This sort of a revolu- 

Gon has seldom, if ever, taken place. It is 

not uncommon to take a people who are 

barp<evous and untutored, but warlike, and 
Dy putting guns in their hands and drill in 
théir heads to make of them good soldiers. 
No radical change is wrought here. The 
barbarian is merely permitted to express 
hitiself effectively. He is not tanght to 
want to fight—he does that already. He 
is Simply taught the most skillful way to 
fight. The spirit of the soldier is there to 
work on. 
the Chinaman has not the spirit of a 


soldier, He considers it no disgrace to run | 


away. He looks at the western fighting 
man as a bully and a braggart, to be feared 
in encounter, but never respected. He has 
less regard for the soldier’s profession than 
the average American has for the prize 
fighter’ s. 
Besides lacking the fighting instinct, the 
Chinaman lacks love for country. -In the 
seale of his affections his ancestors come 
fret. Next comes his live family. Bal- 
anGed against them in the eyes of every 
Ciiimaman, country counts for nothing. 
After family comes his village, and 
after the village his province. The eighteen 
regular Chinese provinces have so little in 
common that when the army of one gets into 
the territory of another it considers itself 
in hostile territory and begins to loot. On 
Beveral occasions the Chinese have pre- 
ferred to have foreign marines to land and 
restore order rather than permit entrance 
’ to soldiers of a different province. The 
Chinese provincials speak different jan- 
guages and cansot understand each other. 
There is little to bind the provinces together 
into a nation. .To.the Chinaman country 
comes last, and a bad last. — 


ideals will never become formidable until 
the life and aspirations of its individual 
citizens are changed. The life and aspira- 
tions of the individual Chinese have beep 
run in the same groove for about 3,000 
years. All attempts to change them have 
proven fruitless. China has been onder the 
yoke of smany conquerors, but no matter 
what humiliation has been subjected, their 
pride has never been sufficiently aroused 
to cause them to do anything for their coun- 
try. Consistently with her history, the late 
buffetings of China will fail to transmute 
the Chinese character, and the Yellow Peril 
will remain a ghostly fantasy, dreadful only 
as a bogy man. 


FOR STATE AND OITY. 

The Union League club is sending out a 
circular to the voters of Lilinois asking them 
to mark their ballots for the constitutional 
amendment which will enable the legisla- 
ture to give Chicago a charter which will 
remove restrictions and abuses which for 
years have burdened the taxpayers and im- 
peded the city’s growth. ie 

One sentence in the circular is specially 
addressed to that great majority of the 
voters living outside the limits of Cook 
county. It is: ‘“ The interests of the state 
are bound up with the interests of the me- 
tropolis.” When the voter in Alexander, 
Wayne, or Calhoun aids in the removal of 
those “ restrictions and abuses ”’ he is help- 
ing Illinois. The charter amendment is s 
state issue as well as a local issue. 

Bitter complaint often has been made by 
the representatives of country constituenciés 
in the legislature that most of its time was 
taken up in the discussion of Chicago meas- 
ures and that legislation which their dis- 
tricts need is put on one side. The Union 
League club admits that there has been some

GROWTH OF THE TELEPHONE. 

Thirty years ago there were no . tele- 
phones and, consequently, no “ halloa girls ” 
to scold at. Today there are in use in this 
country 2,315,000 telephones of all kinds. 
There are 65,000 wage earners and 15,000 
salaried officials and clerks who owe their 
employment tothe fact that telephones were 
invented. The 80,000 wage earning and 
salaried employés are paid over $36,000,000 
yearly. This is more than was paid in the 
census year to the men working in the 
slaughtering and packing business, which is 
a large and old industry. 

Back of the employés of the telephone 
compaines stand the men who made. the 
4,300,000 miles of wire they have had strung 
and the other supplies they have had occa- 
sion to buy. But for the telephone there 
would have been less employment for work- 
ers in copper and steel. 

There is nothing specially notable in the 
fact that the total capitalization of Amer- 
ican telephone companies is $348,000,000, 
a large part of which is water. It is inter- 
esting to know that their total revenues last 
year were $87,000,000. That is what Amer-

| LOSING CHINESE TRADE. 

The effect of the high price.of raw cotton 
is visible in the statement of exports of 
domestic manufactures. . There were sent 
abroad during the ten months ending April 
30 last 207,909, 
valued at $12,100,000, but during the cor- 
responding months of 1902-8, 436,700,000 


yards valued at $22,280,000 were exported. 


In April of this year the value of exports 
was only $952,000, as against $2,622,000 in 
April, 1903. | 

The trade with China suffered the most. 
That country bought from the United States 


500,000 yards of cotton cloth, or more than 
half the total quantity exported. 
second period China took only 63,400,000 
yards, or less than one-third of the total 
exports. 7 

The startling loss in trade may be at- 
tributed in part to the war, but the principal 
cause is the advance in price, which has had 
an immediate effect upon. an extremely poor 
population. An advance of a few cents a 
yard decreases consumption in a reasonably 
well to do.community and affects it seriously 
‘in a community where wages are so low 
‘that they are barely sufficient to buy food. 

If European manufacturers have gained 
the trade the Americans have lost it has 


been because they have not raised prices so 


much, understanding better the condition 
of the Chinese people. There is but one way 
for the manufacturers of the south, who 
produce so large a proportion of the cheap 
cotton goods sent to China, to get back their 
celestial customers. It is to cut down 
prices. 


CANADIAN IMMIGRATION. 

The United States ‘received 939,830 im- 
migrants last year, and the dominion of 
Canada only 128,000. This country led in 
quantity of immigration, but how as to 
quality? Of its immigrants 655,000 came 
froia eastern and southern Europe. Of 
the new settlers in the dominion 80 per 
cent came from Great Britain, the United 
States, Germany, France, Belgium, and 
the Scandinavian countries. Most of them 
were able bodied young men and women. 
Many, especially those from the United 
States, were well to do at home and brought 
capital as well as strong arms with them.

HE prince de Bearn has evidently not 
read with due : paragraph con- 
tained in these columns on May 31, and 
which I wrote An reply to a number 
of inquiries that had reached me as 


to the origin of hié title of prince, and con-" 


cerning which some curiosity existed owing 
to the fact that it was not to be found in 
the Almanach @e Gotha. For he complained | 
that I had asserted that he was using a title 
to which hé had no claim, whereas I merely 
declared that, while his name and title of 
comte de Bearn are French, his title of 
prince ‘ig not French, but. foreign. | 

To this statement I must adhere. - For the 
title of*prince de Viana and de Bearn was, 
conferred Count Gaston de Bearn,., 
father of the prince de Bearn who is sta- 
tioned at Washington, by Queen Isabella 
of Spain on July 9, 1868, only a few weeks 
before her deposition. With regard to the 


title of prince de Chalais, borne by the | 


prince, and which has been conferred afresh 
upon him. along with the grandezza, by the 
present king of Spain, that,.too, in «he 
prince’s case, is a Spanish and not a French 
dignity, as I will presently show. 

Nor can the French title of prince be said 
to have been inherited by the secretary of 
the French embassy at Washington from 
the former sovereigns of Bearn of the mid- 

At any rate, there is no heraldic 
or Official record thereof. 

The prince is a member of the ancient 
Gascony house of De Galard. which, accord-: 
ing to tradition, descend 
cadets of the old time dukes of Acquitaine. 
In 1508, on Nov. 12. Francois de Galard mar- 
ried Jeanne de Bearn. and on the strength 
of this matrimonial alliance the junior 
braneh of the De Galard family assumed 
the name of De Bearn, which would other- 
wise have become extinct. and from that 
time forth they were known,as Galard de 
Bearn. The prince de Bearn is the head of 
this juntor branch, while the marquis de 
Galard-Terraube is the chief of the senior 
branch, nor is there any French. 

No authority, however, was given by any 
French sovereign to the younger branch of 
the house of Galard to assume the title of 
prince alon 
the strength of this marriage of Francois 
de Galard with Jeanne de Bearn in the six- 
teenth century. .Nor have any of the rulers 
of France since the great revolution granted 


this title to the Galard de Bearn. In fact, | 


the prince’s father, the late Gaston de Bearn, 
spent the greater portion of his life not as 


‘prince de Bearn but as prince de Viana, and 


figures as such in the “ Etat Present de la 
Noblesse Frangaise”’ of H. Ozier, in the 
“Dictionaire Historique de la Noblesse 
Francaise "’ by Mailhol, and in other stand- 
ard works, of Peferente concerning the 
French arfstocracy—that is to say, as a 
Spanish and not as a French prince. 

The father of the prince de Bearn, who is 
stationed at Washington, married Cecile de 
Talleyrand-Perigord Chalais in May, 1873, 
who had inherited, according to Spanish law, 
though not according to that of France, from 
her childless uncle, Elias Roger de Talley- 
rand-Perigord, his Spanish Grandezza and 
his*Spanish title of prince de Chalais. Ac- 
cording to all the French laws that are still 
in existence, notably that of February, 1824, 
and that were enacted when France was still 
subject to a monarchy, nobiliary titles can 
only descend in the legitimate male line and 
not on the distaff side—that is toBay, through 
the women. 

The prince de Bearn could not, according 
to French law, inherit from his late mother, 
or rather from her father’s elder brother, 
his title of prince de Chalais, even admitting 
it to have been a French dignity. But Span- 
ish law not merely authorizes descent of 
nobiliary honors through the women of a 
house but even endows with these dignities 
the husbands of the women who have in- 
herited them. Thus prince de Bearn’'s 
mother, Cecile de Talleyrand-Perigord, on 
inhertting, according to Spanish law, her 
uncle’s Spanish princely title of de Chalais, 
invested thereby and ipse facto her hus- 
band, Gaston Galard de Bearn, with the 
Spanish dignity of prince de Chalais, which 
has now passed to their son. 

This, then, I think will show that the prince 
de Bearn, of whom one hears nothing but 
what is pledasnt, and who is one of the best 
types of Frenchmen ever sent to Washington, 
is a Spanish grandee, and that the titles of 
prince de Chalais and of prince de Viana, 
which come to him alike by inheritance and 


by renewal on the part of King Alfonso } 


XIII., are distinctly and entirely Spanish 
dignities and not French ones; that his title 
of prince is not French but foreign; and that 
his French dignities are confined to those 
of a comte de Galard de Bearn, a name and 
title of which he has every reason to be 
proud. 

I am sorry that he should have taken 
offense at my having imputed a papal origin 
to one of his foreign titles. But surely as the 
scion of a Catholic family he cannot possibly 
regard as an indignity nobillary honors that 
are conferred by the pope. ; 


Lord Shannon, who advertises the his- 
toric town of Castle Martyr, which he owns, 
in County Cork, as being for sale, is a peer 
who possesses more than ordinary interest 
for Americans owing to the fact that he is 
known as the “ Cowboy Earl.”” At the time 
of his father’s death, some fourteen years 
ago, no trace of him could be found. The 
last that had béen heard of him was that 
he had been part owner of a ranch in Min- 
nesota about four years previously, that is 
to say, in 1886. | 

But his whereabouts could not be ascer- 
tained for a long time, and much money was 
spent in scouring the whole of the United 
States and Canada, even to the Yukon, in 
an endeavor to apprise him of his father’s 
death and of his own accession to the earl- 
dom before he was found living quietly in 
New York. 

During his roving life in this country he 
experienced many strange ups and downs 
and extraordinary vicissitudes, cattle punch- 
ing being the occupation in which he ap- 
pears to have been chiefly engaged. Indeed, 
for long after his return to Ireland and his 
establishment in his ancestral home at Castle 
Martyr, he used to go in for wood chopping 
on an extensive scale, getting rid in this 
manner of his superabundant energy, and 
his lazy cottagers reaping the benefit of his 
violent exertions. 

He was at one time after his return re- 
ported to be engaged to an American wom- 
an, a Mrs. Francis Beddy of Philadelphia, 
but eventually married a Miss Thorrpson 
of Surrey, by whom he has several cbiidren,. 
the eldest of whom bears the title of Vis- 
count Boyle, Boyle being likewise his patro-. 
nymic, as it is that of the earls of Cork. 

The earl of Shannon is the chief of a 
younger branch of the family, of which 
Lord Cork is the head, and it is his coat of 
‘arms which is emblazoned on the head of 
the menu cards, and of the note paper of 
the Carlton hotef where so many Americans 
stop, and which commemorates Lord Shan- 
non’s ancestor, Lord Carlton, minister of 
state to Queen Ann, and the creater of Carl- 
ton house, afterwards the residence of King 
George IV. as regent.

The influence Of the government report, 
which was issued after the close on Friday, 
had been bearish in advance of the announce-.

The 
advance in condition was hardly as much as 
expected, only 1.2 points, the general aver- 
age pulled back by declines of 7 points in 
Michigan and of 9 points in California. The 
spring wheat acreage turned out slightly low- 
er than that of last year, showing the inten- 
tion to seed a larger breadth because of the 
high prices for wheat was a little gore than 
offset by the rains in the Red river valley, 
which prevented seeding operations there. 

The condition of spring wheat, while high, 
was slightly smaller than a year ago, but 
everything which has come from the north- 
west since June 1 has told of perfect weather 
and perfect conditions.

, 600,000,000 bu to 630,000,000 bu, the higher 


figures only 8,000,000 bu less than the actual 
yield for 1903, as given in the final govern- 
ment report. 


Export Demand Lacking. 


However, the June report a year ago was 
interpreted to suggest a yield of about 100,- 
000,000 bu greater than was fulfilled by the 
harvest, a reminder of the possibilities of 
deterioration. An important factor against 
the price has been the almost absolute lack 
of export demand. What export business !s 
being reported by the seaboard is almost 
altogether in Manitoba wheats, and practi- 
cally none of the new crop of hard winter 
wheat in the southwest has been sold for 
forward shipment, where a year ago millions 
of bu had been contracted for by this time. 
One set of exporters have sold cargoes for 
August-September shipment to another set 
of exporters, but so far as known European 
buyers have shown very little Interest. 

A few loads of Manitoba wheat sold dur- 
ing the. week at 96c c. i. f., London, a price 
which, considering the superior quality of 
the Manitoba wheat and the export freight 
rates, should be equal to about 80c for Chi- 
cago No. 1 northern in this market; where 
this grade was selling sparingly at the time 
at 99c. Other countries are still exporting 
liberally, and while Argentine exports are 


decreasing those from India are increasing, 


and the Indian exportable surplus was esti-" 


mated at about 120,000,000 bu, or by far the 


largest on record. 
Contract stocks htre are still small, but 
the demand for them at the premiums at 


which they are held is even smaller, a fact 
which has led the trade to pay more’atten- 


tion the last week to the possibility of new 
wheat of contract grade coming here before 
the end of July. Cash premiums here and 
at other markets have begun to yield al- 


ready on the bare announcement that har- 
vest operations are under way in the south- 


ern edge of the winter wheat belt. 
Corn Receipts Heavy. 


A feature of the corn market during the 
week has been the narrowing of July pre- 
mium over the September from 1\c to *e, 
the greater part of the relative gain in the 
September coming on the last day of the 
week. Receipts have continued liberal, 
where they had been expected to fall off be- 
cause of the general reports of a sharp fall- 


ing off in country acceptances and country 


movements, due to the lower premiums paid

DR. BRUCE BROWN READS THEIR 
REASONS IN PULPIT. 


Lawyer Writes to Minister That Suc- 

in His Profession Means Aban- 
donment of Christian Ideals—Doctor 
Too Busy Healing the Sick to Devote 
Time to Religion—Business Man Can 
Find Hours Only for Work, for Fam- 
ily, and for Lodge, 


“Why men are not church members,” was 
the topic of the Rev. Bruce Brown's sermon 
in the North Side Christian church last night. 
Dr: Brown had written to a large number of 
men asking them why they were not mem- 
bers. Their answers were read and férmed 
the basis of the sermon. 

Among the answers read was one from a 
lawyer, who said: 

“In my judgment to be a successful law- 
yer in Chicago is to abandon the ideal of 
life as preached by Christ.’’ 

A physician replied: “In healing the sick 
I am in one respect, at least, following 
Christ. My time is fully taken up in this; 
I should be neglecting the ‘calls of the suf- 


fering if I should devote any time to the 


church.” 

One man said he had little time outside 
his business and home. That little time he 
gave to his lodge and “ considered that he 
was making the best use of it."’ 


NEED OF CHRISTIAN MOTHERS. 


Dr. James S. Ainslie Sdys Woman’s 
Best Opportunity Is at 
Home. . 


More Christian mothers are needed, not 
more agitators for woman’s rights, accord- 
ing to the Rev. James S. Ainslie, pastor of 
the North Shore Congregational church. Dr. 


Ainslie preached yesterday on “ Woman’s } 


Opportunity.”” He says her opportunity is 
in the home, not in public life. 

“I believe that God has ordained a par- 
ticular work for man and a particular work 
for woman,” he said, “ man to be dominant 
iny his realm and woman to be dominant in 
her realm.” 

It is difficult to define these realms abso- 
lutely,. the minister admitted. Woman is 
competing with man in many fields and prob- 
ably this competition will increase rather 
than decrease. 

But,” he continued, woman’s largest 
power and greatest opportunity will ever be 
the home. There she wields a tremendous 
influence for shaping life, for upbuilding 
society, and for even controlling the des- 
tinies of nations. 

“ What we need today is more Christian 
mothers—intelligent, earnest, consecrated, 
My chief anxiety is not that woman may 
have more rights accorded to her but that 
she, by the grace of God, may rise to the full 
appreciation of the rights} she already pos- 
sesses.”’ 


JAP SCORES THE MISSIONARIES. 


Member of Yale Graduating Class Says 
Elimination of Evangelists Neces- 
sary to Pure Christianity. 


New Haven, Conn., June 12.—[Special. ]— 
There has just been made public herea letter 
written by Jitaro Mori, a prominent Japanese 
member of the graduating class of Yale uni- 

sversity, to a newspaper at his home in Iyo, 
Japan, in which he scores American mission- 
aries. 

‘‘There are some missionaries. who ven- 
ture to think that they are of almost divine 
origin,’’ he says, ‘‘ but this comes from their 
self conceit. Indeed, there are none with 
such a pitiable future as the missionaries, 
Those who go abroad are the ones who are 
unable to get suitable places here. If you 
examine their erudition, their ideals, their 
purposes, most of them are worthy of a smile. 

‘** Jt is my conviction that not until we drive 
out missionaries and satellite evangelists 
will pure Christianity flourish.” 


PREACH ON CHICAGO MIRACLE. 


Dr. Johnston Myers Says It May Be 
Genuine—Not Opposed to Bible 
Teachings. 


Several ministers preached yesterday on 
the case of Julian Renfro, who was struck 
deafyand. dumb. Dr. Johnston Myers said 
it might be a miracle. 

‘There is nothing in the bible against 
miraculous work being performed in our 
day,” he said. “ Each case must stand on 
its own merits. Foolish and easily deceived 
people are not the only persons who have 
experienced the supernatural. We do not 
need more of the miraculous, however, than 


God has given us to prove the truth of the - 


gospel and the divinity of Jesus Christ. 
The more common miracles of our day are 
those of grace. He has instantly changed 
the drunkard into a clean, kind hearted man, 
the infidel into an ardent Christian, the rebel 
against Christ into a devoted subject.” 


MUCH HUMOR FOUND IN BIBLE. 


Dr. Camden M. Cobern Says the Ori- 
ental Wit Is Too Delicate for Most 
Westerne:.s to Appreciate. 


Dr. Camden M. Cobern in the St. James’ 
Methodist church gave his first lecture last 
evening in a series on *“ The Humor aad 
Fathos of the Bible.’”’ 

‘‘The chief reason why the wit and humor 
of scripture has not generally been seen,’’ he 
said, “‘ is because the type of wit in the orient 
is so different from that in the occident. 
Oriental humor is shy, diffident, obscure. It 
is more delicate than Irish or American wit. 

‘“‘The oriental never laughs aloud. Our 
humor is of the earthquake pattern. The 
Hebrew wit may scarcely awake a smile, but 
the pat allusion, the odd similitude, the apt 
story, the sly question, the clever retort, the 
startling. metaphor, the constant play on 
words is to be found everywhere in scrip- 
ture.”

ANARCHISTS BASILY MADE 


UNIVERSITY PRESIDENT DIS- 
Dr. Thwing Says in Baccalaureate Ser- 
mon That Solution of the Labor 
Problem Lies in Mutual Concessions 
and Broader Thinking—If Employ- 
ers Break the Laws Employes Will 
Defy Them—Innovation at Prince- 
ton—Many College Commencements. 


Cleveland, O., June 12.—The annual bacca- 
laureate sermon to the graduating classes of 
Adelbert college and the college for women 
of the Western Reserve university, by Presi- 
dent Charles F. Thwing, was delivered to- 
night in Beckwith Memorial church. Dr. 
Thwing spoke on the text: “The Trustee- 
ship of the Gospel.” In the course of the ser- 
mon he said: 


teeship of the gospel is to be applied is the 
subject known as labor and capital. This 
condition is most serious. Two elements 
necessary for the producing of results of 
primary value to the community are in con- 
stant or periodic antagonism. Capital at 
times seems to give ground for the judgment 
that nothing is so cheap as human toil, and 
no supply so certain or so large as human 
life. 
“Easily Becomes an Anarchist.” 

“On the other hand the laborer is inclined 
to be jealous of the capitalist. He feels he 
is not getting his full increment of the in- 
creasing force of civilization. He feels him- 
self often opposed, cajoled, played with, 
fooled. He easily becomes an anarchist. 
He sees lawbreaking at the top and he at 
the bottom defies the law. Sullen, gloomy, 
revengeful he often is. The labor union he 
uses as a mighty engine of democracy, both 
against the capitalist and his brother wor«- 
man. It is the most important tool of mod- 
gran industry and of modern life.”’ 

For a solution of the problems rising out 
of the animosities that exist between 
capital and labor, Dr. Thwing said: 

“* We shall reach no permanent method of 
settlement of the question until we have 
helped all men into a thinking broader, 
larger, into a thinking more vital, into a 
sympathy more tender and appreciative.” 


Baccalaureate Address by Layman. 


Princeton, N. J., June 12.—[{Special.]—At 
the special request of the graduating class 
President Woodrow Wilson tqday delivered 
the baccalaureate address to the 283 men 
who compose this year’s senior class. This 
is the first time in the 157 years of Prince- 
ton’s existence that a layman has been 
chosen to deliver this address. 

The academic procession, bright in the 
richly colored hoods of the faculty, and 
headed by President Wilson and Grover 
Cleveland, formed in front of Nassau hall 
at 10 o’clock and marched to Alexander hall, 
where the exercises were held. Behind the 
faculty came the graduating men dressed in 
flowing black gowns and mortar boards. 

The exercises were opened with a prayer 
by President Wilson; a song and scripture 
reading followed. The president arose and 
addressed the seniors. 

“The vast accumulations of wealth,”’ he 
said, ‘‘ the vast material equipment of civili- 
zation in our day, ought not to mislead us 
into supposing that this is an age gross 
and material beyond precedent, more de- 
bauched by greed or intoxicated by material 
power than any that has gone before it. 

** Many petty books and homilies have been 
written for us of late in advocacy of a sim- 
ple life, and beneath their sentiment iies 
a noble and enlightening truth. There is no 
virtue in a plainly furnished room; a little 
circle of employments, a little group of friends 
is no certain means of grace. The simple 
life may be mean and bare and unreward- 


littling.’’ 

After the president had concluded his ad- 
dress “‘ Hine Feste Burg was sung and the 
exércises closed with a benediction.

Perhaps more than at any other time the 
world was in. need of young men who were 
honest, manly, virtuous, he said.

Dr. J. F. Loba, pastor of the First Congre-. 
gational church of Evanston, delivered the 
address before the graduating class of the 
College of Liberal Airts of Northwestern unl- 
versity at the First Methodist church of Ev- 
anston in the morning.
